Thief 

A person  who  steals. 
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• Handcuffs 

>Two  metal  or  plastic  rings  joined  by 
a short  chain  that  lock  around  a 
prisoner's  wrists.

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Zero  Conditional 

General  truths  and  general  habits. 
This  conditional  is  used  when  the 
result  will  always  happen. 

If  + present  simple,  present  simple 

> If  you  heat  water  to  100  degree,  it 
boils. 

> (It  is  always  true,  there  can't  be  a 
different  result  sometimes). 

> If  I eat  peanuts,  I am  sick. 

> (This  is  true  only  for  me) 


1st  Conditional 


- rossime  or  likely  things  in  the 
future. 

* If  + present  simple,  will  ( infinitive) 
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> If  it  rains  later,  we'll  stay  at  home. 

> This  describes  possible  things,  which 
could  easily  come  true 
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2nd  Conditional 


* Impossible  things  in  the  present. 

• Things  in  the  future  that  are 
probably  not  going  to  be  true. 
Maybe  I'm  imagining  some  dream 

> If  + past  simple,  would  ( infinitive  ) 

If  I won  the  lottery,  I would  sail  round 
the  world. 
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r 2nd  Conditional 

If  I met  the  Queen  of  England,  I would 
say  hello. 

She  would  travel  all  over  the  world,  if 
she  were  rich. 

She  would  pass  the  exam,  if  she 
ever  studied. 

>(She  never  studies,  so  this  won't 
happen) 


2nd  Conditional 

• We  can  use  it  to  talk  about  something 
f in  the  present  which  is  impossible, 
because  it's  not  true. 
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If  I had  his  number,  I would  call  him. 

> (I  don't  have  his  number  now,  so  it's  impossible 
for  me  to  call  him). 

If  I were  you,  I wouldn't  go  out  with  that 
man.
